Publisher Dies 


Son Inherits 
Influential 
Papers, Title 


LONDON (AP)—Lord Beaver- 


brook, 85, the 
Canadian-born 


newspaper magnate who helped 
win the Battle of Britain but lost 
his battle to keep the empire in- 
tact, died at his suburban home 
Tuesday. 


Beaverbrook's son, Max Ait- 


ken, 54, inherits the title and 
the publishing interests— The 
Daily Express, The Sunday Ex- 
press, The Evening 
Standard 


and The Glasgow Evening Citi- 
zen. 


A World War II fighter pilot 


who has worked in the news- 
paper chain for years, the new 
Lord Beaverbrook said his fa- 
ther's death is a loss to the em- 
pire and to Britain but that "it 
won't make any difference to 
the Express newspapers." 
Production Expert 


The bellwether is The Daily 


Express, 
which 
Beaverbrook 


bought for $70,000 at the end of 
World War I, when it was losing 
$5,000 a week, and built into a 
national institution with a cir- 
culation of 4,291,000. 


As minister of aircraft produc- 


tion in World War II, -Beaver- 
brook sped the output of Spitfire 
and Hurricane fighter planes 
that repulsed Hitler's air force 
in the Battle of Britain. 


Beaverbrook's 
individualism 


brought hirn outstanding success 
in journalism and admitted fail- 
ure in politics. 


"I run the paper (The Ex- 


press) purely for the purpose of 
making propaganda,", he. once 
told a royal commission on the 
press. And he told another com- 
mission several years later that 
his propaganda never had suc- 
ceeded. 
Ailing For Months 


Beaverbrook died peacefully 


at his home in suburban Cherk- 
ley, with his family at his bed- 
side. He had been ailing from 
gout and sciatica for months but 
still kept a close eye on his 
papers. It was only in the past 
week that he became seriously 
ill.

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. (AP) — 


Hundreds of Negroes screaming 
"We want freedom!" defied a 
ban on street demonstrations

Police restored order 45 
minutes later with fire hoses 
and tear gas.

Several Police Hurt 


Several policemen were in- 


jured slightly by the missiles 
hurled from doors and windows 
of the church. Thirty-three of 
the 
demonstrators, 
suffering 


from tear gas exposure, were 
taken to a hospital, but officials 
said most of them needed little 
or no treatment. 


The leader of the demonstra- 


tion, the Rev. T. Y. Rogers, was 
among those herded into jail 
cells. Rogers is executive direc- 
tor of the Tuscaloosa Citizens 
for Action Committee. 


The committee had been con- 


ducting peaceful protest demon- 
strations in small groups in re- 
cent days, and police had made 
no effort to break them up al- 
though some of the Negroes 
were sprayed by a stinging fluid 
apparently thrown by bystand- 
ers.

The guest list might be made

Pretty 
paper table appoint- 


ments and decorations set the 
party mood. Create a garden 
of pastel /lowers out of colored 
pipe cleaners and tissues. Hang 
tissue 
butterfly mobiles 
from 


the ceiling to hover over the 
paper flowers, and set each 
place with greenleaf place mats 
and daisy-ring napkin holders. 


You'll need these supplies to 


make the table decorations: a 
package of pipe cleaners in as- 
sorted colors; boxes of tissues 
in white, pink, yellow and aqua; 
green construction paper; a box 
of .drinking straws in assorted 
colors; a block of plastic foam 
or florists' moss; scissors, pink- 
ing shears and ribbon. 


The 
centerpiece 
holder 
is 


made from two empty tissue 
boxes. 
Cut each box carefully 


in half and cover with green 
paper. 
Stand two half boxes 


upright to hold the center of the 
arrangement. 
Lay remaining

Place the small circle on top of 
the larger, pierce with a pipe 
cleaner, 
pulling it 
half 
way 


through. Twirl half of the pipe 
cleaner into a tight spiral to 
form the stamen of the flower. 
The other half of the pipe clean- 
er will be the stem. 


Rose. Fold a tissue in half 


lengthwise so that the tissue is 
one inch wide and 10 inches long. 
Staple a pipe cleaner at one 
edge of the folded tissue and 
wrap 
the tissue around and 


around to form a rose bud. 
Twist the pipe cleaner around 
the bottom to hold in place. 


Butterflies. Take tissue from 


the box and fold into a rectangle 
approximately 2'2 by 4 inches. 
Round off short open end with 
a scissors. Open into a double 
oval. Gather in center with two 
pipe cleaners which will form 
the "feelers." 


Trim some of the flowers with 


green paper leaves. Insert each 
flower's pipe cleaner stem in a

Fo r y ears American co urts hav e heard case 
after case inv o lv ing the right to trav el o utside 
the bo rders o f the natio n. 
Members o f the 
American co mmunist parly hav e been particu­ 
larly activ e in filing suits to remo v e restrictio ns 
o n their mo v ements o utside the co untry , and to 
a degree their effo rts hav e been successful. 
Fo r y ears prio r to 1 958 , the State Depart­ 
ment refused to issue passpo rts to members o f 
the co mmunist party o r o thers suspected o f aid­ 
ing the co mmunist cause. Since a passpo rt is 
required to v isit any part o f the wo rld o utside 
the Western Hemisphere, co ntro lling the issu­ 
ance o f passpo rts effectiv ely limits the right to 
trav el. 
But the Supreme Co urt ruled six y ears ago 
that the State Department had no statuto ry right 
to limit co mmunist trav el, and the department 
suspended is ban. Then in 1 961 the co urt finally 
passed o n the co nstitutio nality o f the 1 95 0 Smith 
Act and appro v ed the pro v isio n requiring regis­ 
tratio n o f the co mmunist party . 
One o f the penalties o f the act is to fo rbid 
passpo rts to members o f any o rganizatio n re­ 
quired to register. The sanctio n applies to mem­ 
bers o f the co mmunist party , ev en tho ugh the 
party has refused to register. 
Co mplicating the State Department’s battle 
to curtail the trav eling pro cliv ities o f party mem­ 
bers and agents is the ideo lo gical co ntest with 
Americans o ppo sed o n principle to go v ernment 
interference in their right o f mo v ement. So me 
cases no w befo re the co urts hav e been bro ught 
by no n-co mmunists seeking unhampered trav el 
to Cuba, Red China, No rth Ko rea o r the sev eral 
o ther o penly ho stile co mmunist co untries no w

What so me o f the ideo lo gical o bjecto rs 
apparently hav e fo rgo tten is that no freedo m is 
abso lute. With each co mes the respo nsibility to

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WASHINGTON — Maybe the 
Sou thern Senators will not be so 
u nhappy, after all, if a “clotu re” 
motion to close debate in the Sen­ 
ate is approved by a two-thirds 
vote this week . It cou ld, of cou rse, 
hasten final action on the “ civil 
rights” bill becau se the propon­ 
ents are su re of a 51 per cent 
m ajority to pass the m easu re it­ 
self. 
The sooner the bill Is enacted, 
however, the qu ick er will the na­ 
tionwide reaction to its enforce­ 
m ent set in and the sooner will 
come the pu blic dem ands for re­ 
peal or su bstantial am endm ent of 
the law. 
For the mom ent the 
actu al enforcem ent of su ch a far- 
reaching “civil rights” m easu re 
starts, there will be general con­ 
cern from coast to coast du e to 
a variety of reasons. 
First, there will be in Congress 
a controversy as to how mu ch 
money shou ld be appropriated to 
au gm ent considerably the federal 
police force as well as the legal 
staff of the D epartm ent of Ju s­ 
tice. 
Second, many lawsu its will be 
filed on every side, not only by 
the governm ent bu t by private 
parties. The governm ent, to be 
su re, will have the right to in­ 
tervene in m any of the latter 
cases. 
Thu s, for exam ple, the owner 
of a rooming hou se which will be 
pressed into a policy of integra­ 
tion w’ith respect to admis.sion of 
gu ests m ay challenge the con­ 
stitu tionality of the new law on 
the grou nd that it does not ap­ 
ply equ ally to all rooming hou ses. 
Those with less than five row ns 
to rent are exem pted from its 
provisions. Since the Constitu tion 
provides that all citizens are en­

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Travel Ban Needed 
To Curb Reds 


For years American courts have heard case 


after case involving the right to travel outside 
the borders of the nation. Members of the 
American communist party have been particu- 
larly active in filing suits to remove restrictions 
on their movements outside the country, and to 
a degree their efforts have been successful. 


For years prior to 1958, the State Depart- 


ment refused to issue passports to members of 
the communist party or others suspected of aid- 
ing the communist cause. Since a passport is 
required to visit any part of the world outside 
the Western Hemisphere, controlling the issu- 
ance of passports effectively limits the right to 
travel. 


But the Supreme Court ruled six years ago 


that the State Department had no statutory right 
to limit communist travel, and the department 
suspended is ban. Then in 1961 the court finally 
passed on the constitutionality of the 1950 Smith 
Act and approved the provision requiring regis- 
tration of the communist party. 


One of the penalties of the act is to forbid 


passports to members of any organization re- 
quired to register. The sanction applies to mem- 
bers of the communist.party, even though the 
party has refused to register. 


Complicating the State Department's battle 


to curtail the traveling proclivities of party mem- 
bers and agents is the ideological contest with 
Americans opposed on principle to government 
interferencev in their right of movement. Some 
cases now before the courts have been brought 
by non-communists seeking unhampered travel 
to Cuba, Red China, North Korea or the several 
other openly hostile communist countries now 
on the State Department's ban. 


What- some of the ideological objectors 


apparently have forgotten is that no freedom is 
absolute. With each comes the responsibility to 
temper one individual's freedom with its effect 
on others around him. 
No one would have 


suggested, for example, that Americans posses- 
sed the inalienable right to travel to Germany, 
Japan or Italy whenever they chose during 
World War II.

"I've just been reading George Herman's argument 


that we should disengage ourselves from confronting 
the Soviet Union in any Cold War concern over the 
satellites," said Topsy, "and I am struck by a strange 
likeness between Mr. Kennan and the American First 
Committee of 1941." 


"How 
can that be," said Turvy. "Kennan is the 


hero of the internationalists. 
The America Firsters 


were isolationists." 


"That's what confuses me," said Topsy. "In 1941 


you were an isolationist because you wanted to avoid 
war. In 1964 the same position makes you an interna- 
tionalist." 


"But Hitler was worse than Khrushchev," said 


Turvy. "After all, he had those concentration camps 
and practiced genocide against the Jews." 


"Haven't you heard," said Topsy, "that Khrush- 


chev permits anti-Semitism in Russia? Yevtushenko, 
the poet, is a witness to this. Only Khrushchev is 
clever enough to call a Jew a cosmopolitan or a 
Trotskyist or a capitalist renegade before he gets 
rid of him. Does this make death or oppression 
any more palatable?" 


"But Mr. Kennan has a point when he .says Russia 


is involved in her troubles with China," said Turvy. 
"Doesn't this make Khrushchev less dangerous than 
Hitler?" 


"The same sort of question was rhetorically posed 


by Herbert Hoover, Hobert Taft and even Harry Truman 
when the Nazis got embroiled with Russia in 1941," said 
Topsy. "But it was isolationist then to advocate, as 
Truman did, that we let the Nazis and the Communists 
claw each other to pieces." 


"But what's the matter with avoiding war?" asked 


Turvy. "It seems to me that keeping out of trouble is 
a good thing no matter what you are called." 


"I couldn't agree with you more," said Topsy. 


"But the question is, does disengagement from Russia 
keep you out of trouble? It seems to me that when 
some one is pressing against you, it might help to 
keep him off balance to press back just a little bit 
harder." 


"But that's brinkmanship," said Turvy. 
"Not necessarily," said Topsy. 
"It's 
merely a 


question of what you regard as negotiable, his pawn 
or yours. Why is it brinkmanship to try to negotiate 
Khrushchev out cf Cuba if he wants some machine 
tools delivered at Odessa? Why, for that matter, is it a 
'war for liberation' when the North Vietnamese slip into

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Nassar Manages Undeclared War 
Between Arab World And Ethiopia

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia — For 


about three years there's been an 
undeclared war in East Africa. 
It's partly a religious war — the 
leaders of the Arab world against 
Ethiopia, oldest Christian country 
in the world. And it's partly a ter- 
ritorial war to tear away from 
Ethiopia important strips of ter- 
ritory partially peopled by Mos- 
lems. 


Spearhead of the war is the new 


nomad Republic of Somalia, rich 
in sand and camels, poverty- 
stricken in the status of its 2,000,- 
000 people. But in the wings, 
managing the drama, is the as- 
tute and ambitious Gamal Abriel 
Nasser of Egypt. Also playing a 
backstage role are the Russians 
and the Chinese, who would like 
to kick pro-American Emperor 
Haile Selassie out of office and 
oust the USA from its No. l 
tracking center at Asmara in 
Northern Ethiopia. 


During the period of the Cru- 


sades when the T u r k s

spreading Islamism all over the 
Middle East, they were never 
able to penetrate the high moun- 
tains of Ethiopia. Egypt and the 
Sudan, just alongside, fell under 
Turkish and Moslem rule, as did 
the desert areas on both sides of 
the Red Sea.

Cloture Will Hasten Nationwide Controversies 


WASHINGTON — Maybe the 


Southern Senators will not be so 
unhappy, after all, if a "cloture" 
motion to close debate in the Sen- 
ate is approved by a two-thirds 
vote this week. It could, of course, 
hasten final action on the "civil 
rights" bill because the propon- 
ents are sure of a 51 per cent 
majority to pass the measure it- 
self. 
<* 


The sooner the bill Is enacted, 


however, the quicker will the na- 
tionwide reaction to its enforce- 
ment set in and the sooner will 
come the public demands for re- 
peal or substantial amendment of 
the law. For the moment the 
actual enforcement of such a far- 
reaching "civil rights" measure 
starts, there will be general con- 
cern from coast to coast due to 
a variety of reasons. 


First, there will be in Congress 


a controversy as to how much 
money should be appropriated to 
augment considerably the federal 
police force as well as the legal 
staff of the Department of Jus- 
tice. 


Second, many lawsuits will be 


filed on every side, not only by 
the government but by private 
parties. The government, to be 
sure, will have the right to in- 
tervene in many of the latter 
cases. 


Thus, for example, the owner 


of a rooming house which will be 
pressed into a policy of integra- 
tion with respect to admission of 
guests may challenge the con- 
stitutionality of the new law on 
the ground that it does not ap- 
ply equally to all rooming houses. 
Those with less than five rooms 
to rent are exempted from its 
provisions. Since the Constitution 
provides that all citizens are en- 
titled to "the equal protection of 
the laws," it seems certain that 
some lawsuits will be filed which 
will insist that, if it is constitu-

tional for rooming houses with 
five rooms or less to discriminate 
in choosing customers, it is also 
constitutional for any such place 
to do so when it caters to guests 
who 
occupy 
more 
than 
five- 


rooms. 


The same principle of author- 


ized, discrimination by reason of 
race or color or religion or sex 
applies in connection with the 
equal-employment sections of the 
bill. For the provisions of the 
proposed law would give the fed- 
eral government, under the guise 
of searching for discriminatory 
actions, the power, in effect, to 
control employment practices in 
various businesses. It will be up 
to the Department of Justice to 
prove in suits before the Supreme 
Court just why it is supposed to 
be constitutional to permit dis- 
crimination in a business with 
less than 100 employes and yet 
forbid discrimination in a busi- 
ness where there are more than 
100 employes.

jobs, will argue, moreover, that 
discrimination was the basis for 
refusal to grant them employ- 
ment, and some of these individ-

Pure publicity, In Nation- 
al Hearing Aid Week, look what 
LBJ did with those beagles! Who 
ever heard of a vicuna coat until 
Sherman Adams got to the Whits 
House?

cation. Josef Stalin was persuad- 
ed to die as a publicity stunt for 
Nikita Khrushchev.

And that's another press 
agent scheme. 


Funny? Not at all. I remember, 


years ago, when George Evans 
was getting a hundred a week to 
publicize an unknown singer. At 
the Paramount Theatre in New 
York, he paid ten girls $5 apieca 
to faint when the singer started 
his first number. Evans waited in 
the lobby and counted 23 girls as 
they were carried out. The story 
put Sinatra on the front page.

The bonds could be used 
to finance the replacement of 
equipment and modernization of 
rights-of-way and stations. 
Asks Joint Action 


Tydings also called for a la- 


bor-management effort to revit- 
alize the railroads. 


"In the interests of both the 


public and of railroading," he 
said, "It is now time for the 
railroad brotherhoods and the 
railroad industry to join with the 
government to press for a re-; 
covery program to infuse new 
life into train travel." 


Beall urged that federal agen- 


cies give "a greater degree of 
local discretion in the designa- 
tion and development of (urban) 
renewal projects." 


Urban renewal might not be 


economically feasible in some 
areas, he said. 


But he added that cities with 
But the added that cities with 


urban renewal projects should 
consider setting aside some of 
the revenue from these projects 
for reinvestment in new proj- School, 
ects. 


"In this way, local revolving 


funds can be developed, making 
our taxpayers' money go iurth- 
' er," he said. 


"The availability of local fi- 


nancing will, of course, strength 
en the role of municipal govern- 
ments — and by the same pro 
portion, diminish federal con- 
trols."
